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FARM  INCOME  IN  1959 


Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  In  the  first  quarter  of  1959 
were  slightly  larger  than  in  the  same  period  of  1958,  with  an  in- 
creased volume  of  marketings  offsetting  somewhat  lower  prices. 
Despite  a  substantial  increase  in  production  expenses,  the  sea- 
sonally adjusted  annual  rate  of  realized  net  income  in  the  first 
quarter  was  about  the  same  as  in  the  first  quarter  of  1958,  though 
somewhat  lower  than  the  average  for  the  year. 

Prices  and  net  incomes  realized  by  farmers  this  year  are  likely 
to  be  somewhat  under  1958  when  they  rose  to  the  highest  levels  in 
5  years.  Prices  received  by  farmers  have  held  unusually  steady  in 
recent  months  in  contrast  to  the  rise  this  time  last  year.  They  now 
average  lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  may  continue  lower  the  rest 
of  1959. 

An  increased  volume  of  farm  marketings  probably  will  maintain 
farm  cash  receipts  at  the  1958  level,  even  though  prices  received 
average  lower.  Receipts  from  wheat  may  be  down  appreciably, 
since  prospects  point  to  a  200  million  bushel  reduction  from  last 
year  in  winter  wheat  production.  Receipts  from  cotton  may  be  up 
substantially  because  of  increased  acreage.  Hog  receipts  probably 
will  be  down  because  of  lower  prices,  but  receipts  for  cattle  may 
be  up  because  of  slightly  higher  prices.  A  slight  gain  in  receipts 
from  dairy  products  is  expected.

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Even  though  cash  receipts  are  likely  to  he  maintained  at  about  the  1958 
level,  a  sharp  reduction  in  Soil  Bank  payments,  due  to  termination  of  the 
acreage  reserve,  is  likely  to  bring  a  reduction  in  gross  farm  income.  Last 
year,  farmers  received  693  mill  ion  dollars  from  acreage  reserve  payments. 
Payments  under  the  conservation  reserve,  which  is  being  expanded  this  year, 
amounted  to  122  million  dollars  in  1958. 

Production  expenses  of  farmers  will  increase  again  in  1959;  as  they  have 
in  18  of  the  past  20  years.  The  increase  vill  result  from  both  higher  prices 
being  paid  by  farmers  and  increased  quantities  of  goods  purchased.  Expenses 
for  feed  and  for  livestock  purchased  by  farmers  are  rising  as  a  result  of 
expanding  livestock  operations.  Farm  wages  and  overhead  costs— interest, 
taxes,  and  depreciation  charges—are  also  higher  than  last  year. 

Lower  Government  payments  and  higher  production  expenses  are  expected  to 
reduce  the  net  income  realized  by  farm  operators  about  a  billion  dollars  from 
the  13.1  billion  dollars  realized  in  1958,  but  it  will  remain  well  above  the 
1957  figure  of  10.8  billion.  Part  of  the  prospective  decline  in  income  from 
farming  may  be  offset  by  increased  farm  family  income  from  nonfarm  sources  as 
industrial  wage  rates  and  job  opportunities  for  farm  people  continue  to  im- 
prove. 

Cash  receipts  in  the  first  quarter 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  1959  were 
above  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier  for  the  fifth  consecutive  quar- 
ter. The  total  of  7.3  billion  dollars  was  up  2  percent  from  the  first  3 
months  of  1958*  Most  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  larger  marketings. 
Prices  averaged  slightly  lower.  First  quarter  livestock  receipts,  estimated 
at  k.k  billion  dollars,  were  practically  unchanged  from  1958  as  slightly 
lower  average  prices  offset  a  larger  volume  of  sales.  Crop  receipts  of  2.9 
billion  dollars  were  up  about  5  percent  from  the  first  quarter  of  1958,  prin- 
cipally because  of  larger  marketings  of  wheat  and  larger  marketings  together 
with  higher  prices  of  corn,  oranges,  and  tobacco.  Receipts  from  potatoes  and 
sorghum  grain  were  smaller  than  a  year  ago . 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  farmers'  cash  receipts  in  March  is  2.2  bil- 
lion dollars,  down  1  percent  from  March  1958.  Livestock  receipts  for  March 
1959  Bxe   estimated  at  1.5  billion  dollars  and  crop  receipts  at  0.7  billion. 

Realized  net  income  in  the  first  quarter 

The  first  quarter  realized  net  income  rate  of  12.7  billion  dollars  was 
only  slightly  lower  than  last  year's  fourth  quarter  rate  of  12.8  billion  dol- 
lars (table  l).  An  increase  in  the  production  expense  rate  and  lower  Govern- 
ment payments  more  than  offset  higher  cash  receipts  from  marketings  on  a 
seasonally  adjusted  basis.  The  increase  in  the  production  expense  rate  re- 
flected higher  prices  of  feed  and  feeder  livestock  in  the  first  quarter,  as 
well  as  higher  interest  payments  and  tax  rates  applicable  to  the  new  year.
